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INTRODUCTION. 


N all our Accounts of Wiſe Men, we find 
that they were {till extremely careful to 
preſerve their Laws and Priviledges, and 
to tranſmit them to Poſtetity, as their beſt 

and moſt uſeful Depoſitumn. 

This has been a Cuſtom almoſt as old as the 

World, and indeed the Advantages that are 

deriv'd to all Communities upon the accounc 

of it, do ſufficiently juſtify my Attempt in this 

Compendium. . 

London is generally look'd upon to be not on- 
ly the moſt Magnificent, but withal the moſt 
happy City in Europe; however, this happineſs 
is not the bare effect of a lucky Situation, or 
the particular Opportunities ſhe enjoys of Con- 
courſe, the Number of Inhabitants, or the like, 
but rather the effe& of her Good Laws, and & 
Wiſe and well conſtituted Government; with- 
out which her ſtately Buildings would be but 
ſtately Heaps; her Opportunities of Commerce 
uſeleſs and inſignificant ; and the multitude of 
Inhabitants that are now fo much her Glory and 
her Ornament, would be then her Shame and 
Diſgrace, and atlaſt her Ruin. —.— — 

London is indeed a very happy City; happy 
in the enjoyment of many Royal Priviledges 
ahd Tmmunities, and happy in many excellent 

Laws peculiar to her felf ; her only Unhappi- 


neſs is, that her Laws, Cc. are either contin'd 
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within Old Charters, in Words not very intelli- 
gible, which I have here taken care to explain; 

or ſcatter'd about in ſuch little Parcels and Frag- 

ments, that many of them are quice worn our, 

others almoſt forgot, and the reſt of little uſe 

to the generality of the Inhabitants. 


My deſign therefore in the following Sheets, 
iso provide a Remedy againſt this, by redu- 
cing all her Ancient Laws, &c. into ſuch a plain 
and compendious Method, that they m ay not 
only be of uſe to the Practitioners in the reſpe- 
Rive Courts, but likewiſe to every other 
perſon that has any concern in the Corpora- 
tion. 


I begin firſt, with An Abſtract of the Great 
Charter of Confirmation, granted to the City of 
London , in the 15th Year of the Reign of 
King Charles the Second, &c. wherein are re- 
Cited verbatim, all the Charters from William 
the Conqueror, to that preſent Year.

Hereas by the antient, good, and 
laudable Cuſtom of the City of Lon- 
don, all and every perſon and perſons which

This Court is held upon the Mauday and 
Tueſday of every Week; upon the Munday to en- 
ter Demands. to award Nonſuits, and allow Eſſoins;

Of a Replegiare. 


T7 a Writ of Replegiare the Proceſs is thus: 

If any Man take a Diſtreſs within the ſaid

And the faid party ſhall bring two ſufficient 
Securities to return the Goods, in caſe the ſame 
be awarded. 

And the Parties ſhall have a day prefix'd at 
the next Huſtings of Common Pleas ; and the 
Sheriff ſhall make a Bill concerning the Matter 
of the Plaint, and ſhall bring the ſaid Bill to 
the ſaid Huſtings, and cauſe it to be put upon 
the File, and the Parties ſhall be called for: Ac 
which day the one or the other may be effoined 
of Common Eoin. 

At what time ſoever the Plaintiff makes de- 
fault, it ſtiall be awarded that the Avowant 
keep the Goods; and ſuchAward according to 
the Cuſtom ol London {hall be made three times, 
and after that it ſhall not be repriſable. And 
if the Avowant makes default, the Goods ſhall 
be awarded to the Plaintiff, 2/8. they ſhall

The 
Wric muſt be made by the Curſitor for qondon, 
and directed to the Mayor and Sheriffs of Lon- 
don; and when (eal-d, muſt be delivered to 
Mr. Town-Clerk to allow the ſame; and at 
the ſame time muſt enter into Bond with two 
{ufficient Sureties to pay the Debt, or Damages, 
and Coſts recovered, and which ſhall be aſſeſſed 
in caſe the Judgment ſhould happen to be af- 
firmed, or in caſe the Plaintiff in the Writ of 
Error ſhould not proſecute the Writ of Error 
with effect: And when Security fail be fo gi- 
ven, Mr. Town-Clerk will make a Super/:deas 
directed to the Sheriffs, to ſtay further proceed- 
ings upon the Judgment. And it is uſual to 
move the Court at the next Huſtings of Com- 
mon Pleas, after the allowance of the Writ,

Auditors for the Chamber and Bridg-houſe

Note, That the Sheriffs are Judges of theEleRi- 
ons, and do declare by Mr. Common Sergeant, 
who are the perſons elected. 

After the Sheriffs are ſo elected, they take 
an Oath at Geildba!l upon Michae/mas-Eve, and 
the Day after Michaelmas Day muſt be preſen- 
ted to the Barons of the Exchequer; and when 
they are ſworn, it is not in the power of the 
Commons to remove them at their pleaſure.

Of the Lord Mayor's Court. 


HE Lord Mayor's Court, commonly 

call'd the Mayor's Court in London, is a 
Court of Record, and is held in the Chamber 
of the Guilaball. The Recorder of the City of 
London for the time being, is Judge of this 
Court; but the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
may ſit a> Judges with him if they ple ſe: This 
Court is held by Cuſtom, and all the Pro- 
ceedings are ſaid to be before the Mayor and 
Aldermen. The Sheriffs of CLonaen may in like 
manner ft with the judges of the Sheriffs 
Court. The Proceedings in that Court bein 
alſo ſaid to be he'd {tore the Sheriffs reſpect- 
ively, of which more hereafter. 

In this Court all manner of Actions may be 
enter'd and tryed by a Jury as in other Courts, 
for any Matcers whacloever ariſing within the 
Liberties of London, to any value whatloever, 
as for Debt at the Plaintitf's Suit; Debt at the 
Chamberlain's Suit; Debt upon a Penal Sta- 

Attorneys. tute, Treſpaſs, Account, Covenant, &c. There 

| are only four Attorneys belonging to this Court, 
viho upon their Admiſſion by the Court of 
Aldermen , take an Oath for the obſerving ſuch 
things as are therein mentioned. 
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The manner of entring Actions in this Court 
is diſſerent from the Sheriffs Court: For you

When your Action is enter'd by the Attor- 
ney or his Clerk, you muſt not en ploy any of 
the Sheriff Officers to arreſt the Defendant, but 
give your Action, or a Note tneteof to one of 
the Ser jeants at Mace belonging to the Mayor 
and Alde men. 

There are ſix Ser jeants belonging to this Cout, 
who are Men of good Eſtates, and do not be- 
long to either of the Sheriffs. Moſt of them 
attend daily at the Attorneys Offices, and one 
of them is conſtantly attending at the Lord 
Mayor's Houſe. If you give any of them a 
Note of your Action, he will arreſt the Defen- 
dant; and in caſe ſuch Defendant cannot find 
Bail, the Officer will carry kim to one of the 
Compters; that heing the Prifon as well for 
this Courtas the Sherifis Court; whichImpriſon- 
ment, and the Cauſe thereof is conſtantly Re- 
corded in a Publick Book, called, The N-prizs 
Book, by the Attorney that entred the Action:

To prevent Abuſes that ſometimes happen to 
Freemens Eſtates in prejudice of Orphans by Ex- 
ecutrixes and Adminiſtratrixes not giving an In- 
ventory in due time after the Teſtator's Deceaſe, 
the Court of Aldermen have made an Order, Not 
to allow any finding Money or Incereft, for any 
Money that ſhall be paid into the Chamber of 
London by any Executor or Admin iſtrator belong- 
ing to any Freeman's E#tate, untill ſuch time as 
the Executor or Adminiftrator of ſuch Freeman 
do bring in, and exhibit upon Oath a True and 
perfect Inventory to his knowledge of all the 
Goods, Chattels, Plate, Jewels, ready Money, 
and Debts, which did belong to ſuch Freeman 
at the time of his Death. 

Therefore it is the intereſt and advantage of 
all Executors and Adminiſtrators of Freemen to 
exhibit Inventories of the Eſtates of ſuch Free- 
man within the time limited and appointed by 
the Court of Aldermen for the doing thereof, 
eſpecially ſuch as ſhall leave no greater Eſtate 
than to pay their Debts : For if upon the bring- 
ing any Inventory into the Court of Aldermen, 
it ſhall appear to the Court, that the Teltator 
did not leave more Eſtate than to pay his juſt 
Debts, in ſuch caſe the Court will diſcharge ſuch

Houſes do not increaſe and renew, but rather 
decreaſe for want of Reparations, and Tythes 
are not to be paid of any thing but ſuch things 
as do increaſe and renew ; as it appeareth by 
the Levitical Law, and the Common Law of 
the Land. Secondly, Houſes are matters of In- 
heritance, whereof a Præcipe lieth at the Com- 
mon-Law. And the Rent reſerved upon a 
Leaſe made of them, is likewiſe knit finto the 
Inheritance and parcel of it ; fo thar it ſhall 
go along unto him that hath the Inheritance; 
and therefore ſhall deſcend unto the Heir: and 
it is a Rule in Law, that Tythes are not to be 
paid of part of the Inheritance, but they ought 
to be paid of ſuch things as renew; upon 
which reaſon it is, that Tythes by the Com- 
mon Law of the Land are not to be paid of 
Slate, Stone, and Coal digged out of the Pit. 
Thirdly, Houſes being built only for the recei- 
ving, habitation, and dwelling of Men, and 
for conveniency of Protection againſt the 
ſcorching Heats in Summer, and tempeſtuous 
Storms in Winter, without any profit at all re- 
dounding unto the Owner; And the Parſon 
being to have a benefit otherwiſe, in the pay- 
ment of perſonai Tythes ariſing through his 
Induſtry in the Houle, no Tythes can be de- 
manded for the Houſes themſelves, or for the 
Rent reſerved upon them.
